Applicant's rep reiterated the argument previously presented with respect to the Holman reference and its teaching of a 
display and not a sensor and how the two are not interchangeable, thereby making it improper to combine the 
teachings of Holman with the applied secondary references to render the claimed invention obvious. The Examiner 
agreed to reconsider her position with respect to this argument. Also discussed amending claim 1 to state that the 
sensor material is coated over the electrode since this appears to be the core of the present invention. The Examiner 
pointed out that such an amendment would require further consideration and/or search. Applicant intends to file an 
RCE along with such an amendment. 
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
